Shadchanim Inc. 

The news thet Mr. Justice MeCook, in the Supreme Court of 
New York, has approved the incorporation of “the Marriage Brokers’ 
Association of the United States ” shows how all-pervasive is the spint 
of rationalisation in Jewish lifeto-day. Forthe Association ts described 
as ‘a group of Jewish mateh-makers who wish to protect their pro- 
fession both from the ingratitude of clients and the unscrupulous 
inet hods of irres ponsible members.” As regards the first evil, which 
it is sought to remove, this surely lies in the hands of these up-to-date 
Shadchanim themselves, who, if they are worth a wineglass, should 
be sufliciently efficient to reduce “ingratitude” to a minimum by 
the very boons they confer upon their clients, But in the petition 
for incorporation, the members of the Society allege that they want 
to weed out “all persons acting as marriage brokers who are purely 
mercenary and are lacking in the high principles and notable character 
required for this kind of work.” It cannot be disputed that of recent 
years the whole function of the Shadchan has been looked upon with 
disfavour, and often ridicule, by enlightened Jewry. And yet is the 
Shadchan in reality the comic anachronism which he is so often 
considered to be ¢

EMEMBER, there is a very urgent reason just now, for sucha 
change of heart. To-day the sufferings of the world are laid 

at the door of the international banker, and to the Jew-hater the inter- 
nationa! banker means Shyleck, the Jew. Further, there is danger of 
untold disaster for our people if the present turmoil be allowed to 
run its course to catastrophe. No one. knows what forms, terrifying 
for Jews, may emerge out of the witches’ cauldron of a vast upheaval, 
Only a few days ago the Prussian Minister of the Interior informed 
the German press that a Nazi document had been secured, which 
outlined Hitler's plan of actionin the event of civil war in Germany. 


The plan provided for the concentration of power in Nazi hands, 
-and one of the measures to be taken was to be compulsory labour 
_ service for all the population except the Jews. 


As only these labour 
conscripts were to be entitled to food, and all property was to be 
placed at the disposal of the Nazi “ storm detachments,” the Jew was 
to starve, as his de-classed Russian brother has starved. And this 
tragedy, if it were to come about, would be largely the result of the 
Shylock and similar libels propagated these countless years. 


HERE is good reason, then, why this Shylock foolery should be 
scrapped.

Mr. H. H. HALDIN, K.C. 


The death occurred cn Monday, at a nursing hcme ia London, 
aiter a ser.ous operation, of Mr. H. I. Haldin, K.C., at the age of 
sixty-eigh’. Henry Hyman Haldin, who was born in 1863, was a son 
Mr. Philip Haldinstein, of Norwich, a family which, with its 
col'aterals, the Samuels, have long been connected with that ancient 
hast Anglian city. Mr. Haldin was educated at the Grammar 
school of his native town, and at Balliol College, Oxford. He did 
exceeding y well both at school and at College, graduating with 
honours in the Classics and History Schools. Oa coming down he 
entered the Inner Temple, where he rcad with Mr. Maurice Solomon 
and Mr, Bray, later Mr. Justice B:ay, * devilling” for the latter for 
some years. He was called to the Bar in 1886, and became a 
member of the South-Eastern Circuit, but he also acquired a large 
practice in London, being frequently retained in important Stock 
Kxchange and City actions, having specialised and become an 
authority in Commercial Law. Mr. Haldin took a keen interest in 
politics as a member of the Liberal Party and was in 1906 the 
unsuccessful Liberal candidate for Great Grimsby. In early life 
Mr. Haldin was a keen athlete and captained the Norfolk County 
Rugby Club. During the war he acted as a member cf the Appeal 
Tribunal under the Military Service Act. He later became Deputy 
Chairman of the Special Local Tribunal for London. He was a 
Justice of the Peace for the County of Buckingbam, where he had a 
country residente. After the war, in 1919, he was appointed President 
of the Civil Advisory Board attached to the Second Army of Occupation 
in Germany. Mr. Haldin had in his latter. years retired from active 
affairs, but he was formerly a prominent figure in the Community, 
a founder and original member of the Maccabeans, and representa- 
tive for the West London Synagogue at the Deputies,.on the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee of which he was Chairman. He 
married, in 1897, Mabel, the elder daughter of Sir Herbert Leon, by 
whom he had three daughters. He is survived by his wife and 
daughters.

No, look at it as we may, Shylock and the Jews are much- 
misused figures. Shbylock’s “ Jewish gaberdine” has fallen on the 
two Christian nations, and they bave “ bettered the instruction” 
and out-Shylocked Shylock! So Justice hereby demands that the 
old selection of the Jew as the prime exemplar of mercilessness and 
avarice should be withdrawn. Justice demands that he be stripped 
of the Nessus shirt which has pained and degraded him for ages, 
and that a people who are 5°39" °53 SSM should be fairly dealt 
with at long last in literature, the schools, the pulpit, the press. A 
folk cannot be crucified for the sins of a few individuals while whole 
nations convicted of the same and evéu oggravated offence go scot 
free! 


EMEMBER, there is a very urgent reason just now, for such a 
change of heart. ‘To-day the sufferings of the world are laid 

at the door of the international banker, and to the Jew-hater the inter- 
national! banker means Shylcek, the Jew. Further, there is danger of 
untold disaster for our people if the present turmoil be allowed to 
run its course to catastrophe. No one knows what forms, terrifying 
for Jews, may emerge out of the witches’ cauldron of a vast upheaval), 
Only a few days ago the Prussian Minister of the Interior informed 
the German press that a Nazi document had been secured, which 


outlined Hitler's plan of action in the eventof civil war nm Germany. 


‘The plan provided for the concentration of power in Nazi hands, 
-nnd one of the measures to be taken was to be compulsory labour 
_ service for all the population except the Jews. 


As only these labour 
conscripts were to be entitled to food, and all property was to be 
placed at the disposal of the Nazi “ storm detachments,” the Jew was 
to starve, as his de-classed Russian brother has starved. And this 
tragedy, if it were to come about, would be largely the result of the 
Shylock and similar libeis propagated these countless years. 


“THER 2 is good reason, then, why this Shylock foolery should be 
scrapped. In America, a cainpaign for the exclusion of * The 
Merchant of Venice" from school curricula was wageda few years 
ago, and a number of American institutions, with praiseworthy fore- 
sight, perlraps, fell in with the proposal. Not long ago, too, the 
well-known critic and dramatist, St. John Ervine, wrote a dramatic 
sequel to Shylock. He wovld be putting his able pen to good 
purpose if he wrote a third play on the subject, in the light of 
modern events and truths, or if.somebody else wou!d do the same— 
in French or “American.” For, in ‘the imperious interests of ull 
humanity, quite as much as ia those of the Jewish section of it, this 
debt and reparation madness must cease. If the mercy plea of 
Portia is to go unheard, the words on the casket of gold in “ The 
Merchant of Venice " may not be powerlessof appeal to the creditor 
peopics— 
“All that glisters is not gold; 

Often have you heard that told; 

Many a man his life hath sold 

But my outside to behold; 

Gilded tombs do worms infold.”

From the first day of his arrival in Manchester, I learned to respect and 
revere the late Rev. Marcus Susman Boyars. As a Hebrew scholar his 
knowledge was deep and wie, and this played an important part in his 
interpretations as Chazan. His musical compositions were original and 
sound ; his settings were most appropriate. They exactly translated the 
text and helped to cxplain what would otherwise have been left sealed. 
Hardly a week would go by without something new and enlivening 
coming from his fluent pen. You had to come and hear, and thus were 
increased your love for the prayers and your devotion to the Synagogue 


Chacanim travelling within miles of Manchester made it their business to. 


call upon him. Soon their pens were at work, as fast as they could write, 
copying original manuscripts which might serve them in their own congre- 
gations. If only someone would collate from his home and from those 
who “ borrowed” his original compositions, what a Synagogue Hymnal 
there would be for Isracl! During his spare time he wrote text-books on 
Music and Musical Acoustics im Yiddish, which his modesty would not 
permit him to publish. His choirs (trained by himself), more often than 
not composed mainly of poor boys, were an cxtra medium for many 
charitab'e deeds. From his meagre resources he clothed many and 
subsidised the Synagogue payments. He also became a skilful Mohel, 
and the poorer cases invariably found their way to him. Manchester 
Jewry has lost in him an exceedingly talented musi ian and Chazan,a 
fine scholar and cducationist, a charitable and sympathetic communal 
worker.

_ The death of Rabbi Dr. M. Gutnik is a severe loss to the East End of 
London in particular, and to Jewish Orthodoxy in general.

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Books Reviewed.

THE PALESTINE BLUE BOOK. 


The Palestine Blue Book for 1930 has just been published, and 
as usual it is a veritable mine of useful imfcrmation about Pales- 
tine, It is in fact an encycloywdia of the cconomics of the Land, 
and no one who has not read and studied it is justified in claining 
to be an authority on any of the numerous problems for the solution 
of which it offers material. It is of course imporsible to review 
this book in any ordinary sense. 395 f.olscap pages consisting 
entirely of statistics and regulations afford no opportuni'y to the 
pen of a reviewer. All that can be done is to open the volume here 
and there and to call attention to once valuable table or another. 
The first section deals wit!) taxes and other sources of revenue, and 
of this, ten pages are occupied by the schedu'e of import duties, 60 
numerous and variedare they. The Palestine Government bas to 
consider many interests in constructing its schedule of duties and Is 
therefore debarred from adopting a relatively simple flat rate for 
revenue purposes. The list of miscellaneous license charges and fees 
is even more voluminous. It covers no less than eighteen pages and 


deals with matters as far apart as dentists, divorce, forest licences, 


immigration, guides and wireless receivers. The statement of 
revenue and expenditure for the year showed a deficit of £147,000 
after a grant in aid from the British Exchequer of over £41,000 
had been taken into account. One often hears criticism of the 
paucity of detail given in the Government's accounts. If the critics 
only consulted these Blue Books they would find every detail 
of every item of expenditure which amounts to £100 and upwards. 
Exaggerated statements have often been made, for instance, of the 
cost of Government Llouse. The true figure, about half of the mint- 
mum current, is given clearly in black and white m this volume. 
Here the critic can also learn not only what pub ic works have been 
effected in the Jewish districts but also how much has been expended 
onthem. Another interesting section is the list of the senior oflicials, 
with their emoluments in every case. These lists are somewhat out 
of date but a comparison of the relative numbers of Jewish and 
Arabic names that appear in them isinteresting. In the Secretariat 
there are two Jewish senior oflicers and one Arab. In the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture there were eleven Jewish senior oflicers and eight 
Arabs. ‘The Departmentof Antiquities had two Jews and five Arabs. 
in the Audit Department there was one Jew, in the Department of 
Customs two Jews and seven Arabs, in the District Administration 
five Jews and twenty-eight Arabs, in the Department of Education 
three Jews and eleven Arabs, in the Department of Health cight Jews 
and thirty-nine Arabs, andso on. The official estimat> of the total 
population of the countr, was 946,463, of whom 162,467 were Jews. 
6,435 immigrants, of whom 4,944 were Jews, registered during the 
year and 3,003 emigrants, cf whom 1,679 were Jews, were recorded. 
‘There were twenty-five Hebrew periodicals appearing in the country, 
Detailed particulars of Imports and Exports occupy 170 pages. 
There is very little of importance in the organisation of the country 
that could be found lacking in this book.

DIVERGENCE WITH THE A...Y. 
|\From a Correspondent. | 

Just a vear after the subject being first mooted, a considerable 
measure of agreement has been reached by anumber of youth asso in- 
tions, resulting in the formation of the Council of Jewish Youth 
Organisations. In its carly stages it will function to co-ordinate 
activities of constituen‘s so as toeliminate superfluous activity and 
the redundancy at present cx sting; an| to arrange programmes of 
combined work where policies over various fields are similar or run 
on parallel lines. Later the scope will be extended to undertake 
more ambitious schemes to advance the interests of Jewish Youth. 
Briefly, the Council will not seek to supersede existing organisa- 
tions, or to interfere or intervene inthe private domains of affiliated 
bodies, but will act as a co-ordicating force and a forum for the 
expression of opinion. 

The movement, it is acknowledged, owes its origin largely to the 
“ Young Jewry ” section of the JEWISH Wonr.pD, where the obvious necd for 
some measure of co-operation was. stressed time and again. There were 
movements of which the Young Zionist, the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation fand Young Israel are typical, which strenuously advocated 
the formation of some form of Association, which would mean a conserving 
of cnergy and an opportunity for undertaking work in directions which 
were impossible for any of the existing organisations individually to tackle, 

In spite of oppoSition on the part of the Association for Jewish Youth, 
all the other organisations present at 
the matter, agreed upon the necessity

| No. 630.—Chanucah Martyrs in the Catholic Church. 
My Dear Cousin, 
* big If you turn to an official calendar of the Roman Catholic Church, 
you will find that August Ist is the day set apart for commemorating 
(1) the holy Maccabean martyrs (Conmnemoratto 
Macchabecorum Martyrum) and (2) the chains of S'. Peter. In the 
year 442 a Church was founded in Rome by the Empress Euidoxia 
where these interesting chaius were preserved, Down to this day 
the Church is called San Pictro in Vincoli, well known to all 
visitors to the Italian capital because it contains the tomb of Pore 
Julius 11., adorned by Michael Angelo's “Moses.” Who that has 
seen that “ Moses’ has not marvelled at i's beauty? Jews, too, 
must admit that the figure ceserves reverence. 
Who were those Maccab2an martyrs? Ino a list of martyrs of 
the Catholic Church published by Pope Gregory XID. in 1584, that 
Pontiff declared them to be “the seven hely Maccabean brothren 
and their mother,’ who suffered death in Antioch.under hing 
Antiochu: Epiphanes. Though according to tradition their bodies were 
brought to Rome, it was not until the vear 1876 thata seven. sectioned 
sarco-hagus was discovered under the gateway of the Church of San 
Pietro in Vincoli. The crnamentatioa of the mardle pointed to a 
fourth or fifth century origin, and the inscription plainly indicated 
that the sarcophagus contained the earthly remains of the seven 
: Maccabean brothers. The Church which is assecciated with 
August Ist as the day of its foundation now possesses within its 
walls the bodies of the Meccabean martyrs. whose saint's day is 
likewise August Ist. These seven brethren were mariyrs for the 
Jewish faith; they are really Jewish martyrs. How then were they 
adopted by the Catholic Church, and why was August Ist set apart 
as the day of their commemoration ? 
Curiously enough though these martyrs are termed Maccabees,

: . they have no connection with the nrartial brothers who saved Israel 


in the days of Antiochus. Yet there is no denying the Jewish 
origin of tliese martyrs, nor their association with Chanucal. 
Turn to the Second Book of the Maccabees (in the Apocrypha) and 
vou shall find as touching a story o! steadfastness as any in all 
literature. The writer described the rersi.fence with which the 
Syrian ruler determined to stamp out Judaism and the suifering: 
of the Jews who resisted hia will. The decree was clear and direct. 
“Whoso would not conform themselves to the manners of the 
Gentiles shall be put to death.” Did the Jews waver? D.d they 
lose faith? By no means. . “I beseech those that read this book,” 
tlre writer of Second Matcabees asks, “that they be not disconraged 
for these calamities, buf that they judge those punishments not to 
be for destruction, buf for a-chastening of our nation.” Such hrs 
ever been the Jewish attitude to Jewish suffering. 

Since example is better than precept, the writer relates two 
stories in order to encourage his readers. One is of E!eazar, an 
aged and learned man, who was asked to cat swine's flesb. Naturally 
he refused, choosing death raiher than to be stained with such an 
abomination. Those who had charge of the “ wicked feast,’ being 
old friends of the> good man, sympathised with bim and suggested 
that he should bring ‘his own provision and so make a pretence of 
obeying the King’s decree. 
would not be a hypocrite lest haply those younger than he might 
be corrupted by his example. Rather be would show them how “fo 
die willingly and courageously for the bonourable and koly laws.’ 
“ And thus this man died, leaving his death for an cxampleof a 
ncble courage, and a memorial of vir-ue, not only unto young men, 
but unto all his nation."’ 

The moral of the story is obvious. No less is the purpose of 
the other story of a mother and her seven sons who weve forced to 
be false to their faith by the cruel tyrant. The King dealt with 
each one in turn. He pleaded, cajoled, tempted; in vain, each of 
the brothers quoted a verse from Scripture, which bade the Jew 
hold fast to his faith. Each in turn was urged to bend: each 
refusing was left to his fate, which he accepted in the spirit cf 
old Eleazar. The third son showed such a spirit that “the King 
and they that were with him marvelled at the yeung man's courage.” 
When the turn of the seventh and youngest came the King was 
specially concerned to win him. But his hopes were yainv. “Whom 


wait ye for? the young man cried. “I will not obey the King’s 
: ; i | commandme:!; but I will obey the commandment cf the law that 
. oe was given unto our fathers by Moses.” When the seventh son died 
pee Be J before her eyes, the mother too departed this life. In one version 

: 4 her name is Haanah, in another Miriam the daughter of Tancham. 


The story became popular among Jews. It is found in Rabbinic 
literature in several variations; in the Talmud itself the story is 
associated with the destruction of Jerusalem by Titus. The seven 
sons are brought before Cwsar who said to each in turn, Serve 
these idols. When the younges’i was brought before him, Cwsar 
was moved by his youth. “See,” he urged, “I will throw down my 
signet ring, and do you pick it up. Tbe onlookers will imagine that 
yau have bowed down to tha idol yonder.” The stripling scarned 
the ruler for the hypocritical suggestion. As he was led away to

~ Conceal his blood.” The explanation of the phrase is given in 
the Divine statement made to*Cain: ‘The voice of thy brother's 
blood crieth unto Me from the ground.” The belief was general 
thatthe blood of a murdered person, if left exposed, sent up an 
appeal to heaven for vengeance. A clear reference to this thought is 
found in Job xvi., 18: ‘ Ocarth, cover not thou my blood, and let my cry 
have no resting-place’’; see also Ezekiel xxiv., 7f. Frazer remarks: 
~ The beltef that unavenged human blood cries aloud from the ground 
is still held by the Arabs of Moab. A Bedouin o‘that country told a 
preaching friar that the blood cries from the earth, and it continues 
to cry until the blood of an enemy has been shed” (Folklore in the 
Old le-tament I. p. 102). For that reason the blood was covered 
over with soil either to conceal it from the sight of God or to stifle 
its appeal. That conception was evidently held by the early 
llebrews; therefore Jadah urges that even if they hid their 
brothers blood so a3.to escape retribution for their act of murder, 
they would derive no actual gain from their deed. By adopting his 
suggestion to sell him, they woald achieve their object of ridding 
themselves of his hated presence and at the same time benefit 
financially. It may be noted that at a later stage, the idea that 
covering over the blood rendered a murderer immune lost its hold 
among the Hebrews, because we have this statement in Isaiah 
xxvi, 21, “ For, behold, the Lord cometh forth out of His place to 
punish the inhabitants of the earth for their iniquity: the earth 
also shall disclose‘her blood, and sha!l no more cover her slain.” 

Verse 27. “Let us sell him.” According to Sforno there is a 
subtle touch in these words which would render the proposal the 
more acceptable to the brother?. Judah implies by his statement : 
f.et us reduce to slavery him who dreamed of becoming lord over us. 

* His brethren hearkened unto him.’ There ts nothing corre- 
sponding to “ unto him” in the Hebrew. KH should also be noticed 
that the words “his brethren hearkened ” are not employed in con- 
nection with Reuben’s plan to imprison him in a pit. Ehrlich, 
therefore, surmises that the verb Yow is used here in an idiomatic 
sense and indicates a reluctant agreement. They readily fell in 
with Reuben's suggestion because it conformed to their own 
feelings. They wan'cd Joseph dead and were indifferent whether 
his death was caused.by bloodshed or exposure. Judah's plan, on 
the other hand, did not ssem, altogether acceptable, since it left 
Joseph alive. They may perhaps have thonght of the possibility of 
his escape and return home to denounce them. But either the 
authority which Judah wielded over them, or the contemplation of 
sharing the money for which he would be sold, mate them give in 
though unwillingly; and this half-hearted assent is denoted by the 
words “they hearkened.” 

Verse 28. Tae theory of Rashbam that the meaning of the verse 
is. the Midianites drew Joseph out of the pit, without -he knowledge 
of the brothers. and sold him to the Ishmaelites, has aiready becn dis- 
cussed in these Notes and reasons have been given against its accept- 
anee. Decisively opposed toitis Jozeph’s own version of the incident 
in which he charged his brothers with having so'd him (xlv., 4°.) It 
was also pointed out that the difficulty of the mention of Midianites 
and Ishmaclites in the narrative is solvel by the fact that Midian 
and Ishmael were half-brothers (xxv., 2), andthe two races descended 
from them were so closely associa‘el for a time that they were 
called by either name (compare Judges vii., Land viii., l with viii..

No. 630.—Chanucah Martyrs in the Catholic Church. 
My Dear Cousin, 

If you turn to an official calendar of the Roman Catholic Church, 
you will find that August Ist is the day set apart for commemorating 
(1) the holy Mactabean martyrs (Conmmmemoratto Sanctorum 
Macchabcorum Martyrum) and (2) the chains of S!. Peter. In the 
year 442 a Church was founded in Rome by the Empress Kudoxia 
where these interesting chaius were preserved. Down to this day 
the Church is called San Pietro in Vincoli, well known to all 
visitors to the Italian capital because it contains the tomb of Pore 
Julius H., adorned by Michael Angelo's “ Moses.” Who that has 
seen that “ Moses’ has not marvelled at i‘s beauty? Jews, too, 
must admit that the figure ceserves reverence. 

Who were those Maceaboan martyrs? Io a lst of martyrs of 
the Catholic Church published by Pope Gregory XIIIL. in 1584, that 
Pontiff declared them to be “the scven hely Maccabean brethren 
and their mother,’ who suffered death in Antieeh.under hiog 
Antiochu; Epiphanes. Though according to tradition their bodies were 
brought to Rome, it was not until the vear 1876 thata seven. sectioned 
sarco hagus was discovered under the gateway of the Charch of San 
Pietro in Vincoli. The crnamentatioa of the mardle pointed to a 
fourth or fifth century origin, and the inscription plainly indicated 
that the sarcophagus contained the earthly remains of the seven 
Maccabean brothers. The Chureh which is asscciated with 
August ist as the day. of its foundation now possesses within its 
walls the bodies of the Meccabean martyrs, whose saint's day is 
likewise August Ist. These seven brethren were marivrs for the 
Jewish faith; they are really Jewish martyrs. How then were they 
adopted by the Catholic Church, and why was August lst set apart 
as the day of their commemoration ? 

Cariously enough though these martyrs are termed Maccabecs, 
they have no connection with the nrartial brothers who saved Isracl 
in the days of Antiochus. Yet there is no denying the Jewish 
origin of these martyrs, nor their association with Chanucal. 
Turn to the Second Book of the Maccabercs (in the Apocrypha) and 
you shall find as touching a story o! steadfastness as any in all 
literature. The writer described the rfersi.fence with which the 
Syrian ruler determined to stamp out Judaism and the suffering: 
of the Jews who resisted his will. The decree was clear and direct. 
‘Whoso would not couform themselves to the manners of the 
Gentiles shall be put to death.” Did the Jews waver? D.d they 
lose faith? By no means. “I beseech those that read this book,” 
the writer of Second Matcabees asics, “ that they be not disconraged 
for these calamities, but that they judge those punishments not to 
be for destruction, but for a-‘chastening of our nation.” Such hrs 
ever been the Jewish attitude to Jewish suffering. 

Since example is better than precept, the writer relates two 
stories in order to encourage his readers. One is of Elenzar, an 
aged and learned man, who was asked to cat swine’s tleslb. Naturally 
he refused, choosing death rather than to be stained with such an 
abomination. Those who had charge of the “ wicked feast,’ boing 
old friends of the- good man, sympathised wiitl bim and suggested 
that he should bring ‘his own provision and so make a pretence of 


obeying the King’s decree. But bleagzar would not dissemble: he. 


would not be a hypocrite lest haply those younger than he might 
be corrupted by his example. Rather be would show them how “fo 
die willingly and courageously for the bonourable and koly Jaws.” 
“ And thus this man died, leaving his death for an cxample of a 
ncble courage, and a memorial of virtue, not only unto young men, 
but unto all his nation.” 

The moral of the story is obvious. No less is the purpose of 
the other story of a mother and her seven sons who wee forced to 
be false to their faith by the cruel tyrant. The King dealt with 
each one in turn. He pleaded, cajoled, tempted; in vain, each of 
the brothers quoted a verse from Scripture, which bade the Jew 
hold fast to his faith. Each in turn was urged to’ bend: each 
refusing was left to his fate, which he accepted in the spirit cf 
old Eleazar.

No. 630.—Chanucah Martyrs in the Catholic Church. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

If you turn to an official calendar of the Roman Catholic Chur h, 
you will find that August Ist is the day set apart for commemorating 
(1) the holy Maccabean martyrs (Convnemoratio 
Macchabeorum Martyrum) and (2) the chains of S*. Peter. In the 
year 442 a Church was founded in Rome by the Empress Eudoxia 
where these interesting chaius were preserved. Down to this day 
the Church is called San Pietro in Vineoli, well known to all 
visitors to the Italian capital because it contains the tomb of Pore

Julius 1L., adorned by Michael Angelo’s “ Moses.’ Who that has 
seen that “ Moses’ has not marvelled at i‘s beauty? Jews, too, 


must admit that the figure ceserves reverence. 

Who were those Macecabean martyrs? Io a st of martyrs of 
the Catholic Church published by Pope Gregory XIE in 1584, that 
Pontiff declared them to be “the seven hely Maccabean brethren 
and their mother,’ who suffered: death in Antioch .under 
Antiochu;: Epiphanes. Though according to tradition their bodies were 
brought to Rome, it was not until the year 1876 thata seven. sectioned 
sarco-hagus was discovered under the gateway of the Church of San 
Pietro in Vincoli. The crnamentatioa of ‘the mardle pointe’ to a 
fourth or fifth century origin, and the inscription plainly indicated 
that the sarcophagus contained the earthly remains of the seven 
Maccabean brothers. The Chureh which is asscciated with 
August Ist as the day of its foundation now possesses within its 
walls the bodies of the Meccabean martyrs. whose saint's day Is 
likewise August Ist. These seven brethren were marivrs for the 
Jewish faith; they are really Jewish martyrs. How then were they 
adopted by the Catholic Church, and why was August Ist set apart 
as the day of their commemoration ? 

Curiously enough though these martyrs are termed Maccabees, 
they have no connection with the martial | rothers who saved Isracl 
in the days of Antiochus. Yet there is no denying the Jewish 
origin of these martyrs, nor their association with Chanzucal. 
Turn to the Second Book of the Maccabees (in the Apocrypha) and 
you shall find as touching a story o! steadfastness as any in all 
literature. The writer described the persi-fence with which the 
Syrian ruler determined to stamp out Judaism and the sufferings 
of the Jews who resisted his will. The decree was clear and direct. 
“Whoso would not conform themselves to the manners of the 
Gentiles shall be put to death.” Did the Jews waver? D.d they 
lose faith? By no means. “I beseech those that read this baok,”’ 
thre writer of Second Matcabees asks, “that they be not disconraged 
for these calamities, but that they judge those punishments not to 
be for ‘destruction, buf for a-chastening of our nation. 
ever been the Jewish attitude to Jewish suffering. 

Since example is better than precept, the writer relates two 
stories in order to encourage his readers. One is of E!leazar, an 
aged and learned man, who was asked to cat swine's flesh. Naturatiy 
he refused, choosing death rather than to be stained with such an 
abomination. Those who had charge of the “ wicked feast,’ being 
old friends of the> good man, sympathised witl bim and suggested 
tlrat he should briug*his own provision and so make a pretence of 
obeying the King’s decree. But bBleazar would not dissemble: he 
would not be a hypocrite lest haply those younger than he might 
be corrupted by his example. Rather be would show them bow “ to 
die willingly and courageously for the bonourable and koly Jaws.” 
“And thus this man died, leaving his death for an cxample ofa 
ncble courage, and a memorial of viriue, not only unto young men, 
but unto all his nation.”’ 

The moral of the story is obvious. No less is the purpose of 
the other story of a mother and her seven sons who we forced to 
be false to their faith by the cruel tyrant. The King dealt with 
each one in turn. He pleaded, cajoled, tempted; in vain, each of 
the brothers quoted a verse from Scripture, which bade the Jew 
hold fast to his faith. Each in turn was urged to bend: each 
refusing was left to his fate, which he accepted in the spirit cf 
old Eleazar.

A Bedouin o‘ that country told a 
preaching friar that the blood cries from the earth, and it continues 
to cry until the blood of an enemy. has been shed” (Folklore in the 
Old Te-tament Il. p. 102). For that reason the blood was covered 
over with soil either to conceal it from the sight of God or to stifle 
its appeal. That conception was evidently held by the early 
llebrews; therefore Jadah urges that even if they hid their 
brothers blood so a3 to escape retribution for their act of murder, 
they would derive no actual gain from their deed. By adopting his 
suggestion to sell him, they would achieve their object of ridding 
themselves of his hated presence and at the same time benefit 
financially. It may ba noted that at a later stag>, the idea that 
covering over the blood rendered a rwurderer immune lost its hold 
among the Hebrews, because we have this statement. in Isaiah 
xxvi, 21, ~ For, behold, the Lord cometh forth out of His place to 
punish the inhabitants of the earth for their iniquity: the earth 
also shall disclose her blood, and sha!l no more cover her slain.” 

Verse 27. “Letus sell him.” According to Sforno there is a 
subtle touch in these words which would render the proposal the 
more acceptable to the brothers. Judah implies by his statement: 
fet us reduce to slavery him who dreamed of becoming lord over us. 

His brethren hearkened unto him.’ There ts nothing corre- 
sponding to “ unto him” in the Hebrew. It should also be noticed 
that the words ‘his brethren hearkened ”’ are not employed in con- 
nection with Reuben’s plan to imprison him in a pit. Ekrtich, 
therefore, surnrises that the verb Yow is used here in an idiomatic 
sense and indicates a reluctant agreement. They readily fell ina 
with Reuben's suggestion because it conformed to their own 
feelings. They wan'cd Joseph dead and were indifferent whether 
his death was caused by bloodshed or exposure. Judah's plan, on 
the other band, did not s3em altogether acceptable, since it left 
Joseph alive. They may perhaps have thought of the possibility of 
his escape and return home to denounce them. But either the 
authority which Judah wielded over them, or the contemplation cf 
sharing the money for which he would be sold, male them give in 
though unwillingly; and this half-hearted assent is denoted by the 
words “they hearkened.” 

Verse 28. Tae theory of Rashbam that the meaning of the verse 
is. the Midianites drew Joseph out of the pit, without che knowledge 
of the brothers, and sold him tothe Ishmacelites, has aiready becn dis- 
cussed in these Notes and reasons have been given against its accept- 
ance. Decisively opposed to itis Jozeph’s own version of the incident 
in which he charged his brothers with having so'd him (xlvy., 4.) It 
was also pointed out that the difficulty of the mention of Midianites 
ond Ishmaclites in the narrative is solvei by the fact that Midian 
and Ishmiel were half-brothers (xxv., 2), and the two races descended 
from them were so closely associa‘ed for a time that they were 
called by either name (compare Judges vil, Land vill., Ll with viii... 24).

Kind-Hearted But Ill-Organised. 


Rabbi MEIR BERLIN In Interview. 
By GRETA BLOOMHILL (Care Town). 


After six weeks of public lecturing and touring throughout the 
larger towns of South Africa, Rabbi Meir Berlin, President of the 
World Mizrachi movement, gave me some of the views gathered by 
his experiences in the country. 

His appearance is sufficiently familiar in the large centres of 

civilisation not to require description here; but I bad not seen him 
before, and was immediately impressed 
by the kindly intelligence that emanated 
from his bearing and the clarity of hs 
steady gaze—undoubtedly, I summed 
up, a dominating personality. Besides 
being a spiritual and social leader, he 
is also a journalist, the Hebrew publica. 
tion of which he was Editor—Ha-Ivnri 
—having appeared im Kerlin and New 
York. - His headquarters are now in 
Palestine, and he expressed pleasure 
nt having met such a number of 
Palestinians during his sojourn in the 
dark continent.

he said in answer toa query as to his 
opinions about them. His features remained impassive, as in 
surprisingly good English, and with unerring judgment and 
succinctness, he summed up my fellow-countrymen. 

“ They have very good intentions, and there are many indica. 
tions that excellent initial enterprises are germinating in their 
communal life. But the recently-passed Quota Bill will cause a 
set-back, and henceforth create many more difficulties. They 
caunot any longer look for vitalisation to the stream of new blood 
from overseas, and will be forced to build up from among them. 
selves—a difficult task, especially inasmuch as their numbers are 
smali and widely disseminated all over the sub-continent in 
numerous sma!l towns and villages. It is extremely diflicult to see 
how reul development—educational, social, and spiritual—can take 
place in Judaism under these circumstances. One may far more 
reasonably expect pecuniary assistance from South Africa for Eretz 
Yisracl and Jewish crganisations in Europe, than to hope for 
the establishment of a strong Judaism. Individually, South African 
Jews are kind-hearted and liberal ofview. But one gets the impres- 
gion that they are not, on the whole, Lappy. 


A Homesick People. 

They are a homesick people. pining fora touch of the old Jewish 
life that they knew in their home-country, and as a Community they 
are weak and lacking in leadership, and therefore unable to 
create anything of lasting value. Even in the large cities such as 
Johannesburg and Cane Town, where they ae by no means a 
negligible quantity, there is little solidarity of leadership, and no 
systematic education. The practice of employing private tutors to 
inculcate Hebraic doctrines in the young, which has long become 
an thing of the past, even in the smallest Eviropean towns, is still 
popular in South Africa, and is certainly not an ideal method of 
education. Even in the Talmud Torahs, some of which are better 
and some worse, the time allowed for teaching is inadequate, ard 
the teachers themselves are not of a high pedagogic standard, either 
in the Hebrew language or in Talmudic acquirements, In 
present conditiors in South Africa, this is a serious defect. Further, 
there are only very few Rabbis throughout the whole Union of 
South Africa wbho have a good grasp cf Talmudic science as well as 
ability for leadership—a state of affairs that must be immediately 
altered if Jewry’s guardians in that country wish to fulfil their duty 
to the Present and the Future. 


Zionism in South Africa. 


“ Zionism in South Africais a Power—with a capital P. Yet here 
also one is struck more by its material than its spiritual manifesta. 
tion, and one thus finds the anomaly that though tens of thousands 
of pounds are annually donated to Zionist funds, yet few South 
African Jews have identified themselves with the movement by 
settling in Palestine—and this in spite of the fact that hundreds of 
them are in a position to undertake the migration, and could 
substantially aid in the upbuilding of the land with their resources, 
at the same time reaping a rich reward for themselves and their 
children. In Palestine, they would find a deeper mental accord with 
a more congenial environment than South Africa will ever be able 
to offer them.” 

The Mizrachi campaign for which Rabbi Berlin has been carry- 
ing on propaganda in South Africa, has been enthusiastically 
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received. It is possible, he informed me on parting. ; 
it at least the larger towns will bring greater spiritus 
upon the task of reconstructing Palestine, and that i: , 
intensification even of Jewish life in South Afriea ;)

Economic Conditions in Palestine. 


Government Report for 1927-1930. 


ADVERSE TRADE BALANCE BUT INCREASING SELF-DEPENDENCE. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has issued a report on the 
economic conditions of Palestine, compiled by Mr. K. W. Stead, 
l).rector of Customs, Excise and Trade at Haifa. This is the first 
report, since 1927, to be issued on this subject. 

Mr. STEAD, in a general survey, says that an economic crisis 
in 1927 was followed by a trade revival in 1928, and the year 1929 
promised further progress favoured as it was by good climatic con- 
ditions and intensive planting of orange groves, industrial activity 
and fresh investments of foreign capital. The disturbances of August, 
192 !, however, resulted in a general setback from which the country 
is still suffering. Palestine has suffered from the general fall in 
prices, particularly as regards cereals and vegetable oils, to the 
lowest level since the War. Owing to the financial crisis in the 
Unitcd States and in Europe, the influx of foreign capital in the form 
ol contributions to the various local institutions, investments by 
Jews in agriculture and industry and the expenditure by tourists 
decreased considerably, At present capital is still short and it is 
dificult to’ obtain credits. The country’s exports are s’owly 


an indication of the development in agriculture and 
industry. The orange season 1930-51 was satisfactory as to quan. 
tities shipped and prices realised abroad. The construction cf a 
harbour at Haifa, the survey of the Hai’a-Baghdad Railway, the 
schemes ‘or the extraction of mineral salts from the Dead Sea, are 
ail progressing rapidly.

£P2.914 caused by smaller imports of wheat flour. The principal countries 
exporting to Palestine apart from the United Kingdom are, in order of 
importance, Egypt, Syria, Germany, United States, France, Italy and 
Roumania. | 

The total value of the exports of Palestine products in 1930 amounted 
t> £P1,896,095 as compared with £P1,554,262 in 1929. The increase of 
¢P341,333 was in respect of increased exports of oranges and cereals and, 
toa smaller extent, to increased export of goods manufactured locilly. 
Oranges, laundry soap, cereals, water melons and wine are the staple 
exports, and the United Kingdom is the principal market consuming 
Palestine oranges. 37.07 per cent. of the total exports from Palestine go 
to the United Kingdom, 20.85 per cent. to Egypt, 11.09 per cent. to Syria, 
10.72 per cent. to Germany, and 20.27 per cent. to other countries. Or 
industries recently established, cement, stockings, artificial teeth and 
fancy leather goods show increased exports. Artificial teeth of local 
manufactare are chiefly exported to the United Kingdom, cement and 
stockings to Syria. 

A voluntary census of industries taken by the Department of 
Customs, Excise and Trade in May, 1928, showed that there were at that 
time, 3.505 industrial establishments, factories and workshops, of which 
2,429 were worked by manual labour, 555 used motor power and 493 (olive 
and s°same oil presses) used animal power in their work. 

The number of persons employed in industry at the time of the

The association of Jewish labour unions—the General Federation of 
Jowish Labour in Palestine —numbers absut 24,000 members, but this 
niumiber inciudes membors of co-operative agricultural settlement and 
wives of members. It is estimated that about 75 per cent. of the Jewish 
workers in Palestine arc members of trade union’. A small number of 
Arab workers are also members of this *cderation. Several Arab workers’ 
uniouS bave been formed from. time to time, bud there: are 
livures of the total number of Arab workers 

The conditions of the labowr market in Palestine were uneven during 
the five vears from 1926 to 1930, as ijlustrated by the following average 
estimated fignres of unemploycd Jewish labourers: 1926, 6,00): 1927, 
4,400 ; 1928, 2,280 1929, 1,000; 1920, 1,030... The considerable unemploy- 
mont during the yours 1926-1927 wos mainly due to the financial aud 
economic crisis. Conditions showed an appreciable improvement after 
the year 1927, but became worse again in the second half of 1930. 

An eight-hour working day is a role in the larger industrial cstablish- 
ments where dewisi and mixed labour is employed, in Jewis 1 building 
and in agricultare. In small workshops, both Jewish and Arab, the bors 
of work vary from eight to ten, in some cases rising to cleven and twelve 
hours aday. Wases paid 4o different categories of tabour, Luropean aud 
Asiatic, vary greatly, despite the adoption of a scale by the Jewish Trade 
Unions in many trades. Twenty strikes, two lock-outs and four disputes 
which canuot b>» described as stvikes.or lock-outs are recerded to have 
occurred during the yoar 195). 903 woryers were involved in the twenty- 
two strikes and lock-outs. Various forms of protective and regulative 
labour lc :islation are im force. 

The report conelades with the figures of migration for the period 
1926-1930, the total ‘or the five ycars being :: Total numbers of immigrants 
13,59) and of emigrants 25,597 ; number of Jewish immigrants 28 195 and 
of Jewish emigrants 18 029. It is interesting to note that while in 1923 
the total number of igimigrants was 13.916 and of Jewish momigrants 
13 081, in 1980 the figures had fallen te6,43) (total) and 4,944 (Jewish).

In the future, therefore, vour 
Directors propose to ensure that the vaivasion put upon their films is sound by 
including only the value of bookings effectel at their release date. This does 
not mean that there is no residual vaite in films after that time, but such 
values will be treated as problematical. Jn fact, we are making bookings and 
foreign sales as late as three years after re ease. But from what I have said 
you will appreciate that while cost may not b>a proper measure of the value of 
films, it would be unsound policy to bring eny bookings and foreiga sales into 
Valuation, and, there!ore. into profit, until tLey are made.

HE Feast of Chanucah, which begins 

to-night, is pre-eminently a national 

celebration.

I have emphasised in 

another connection the fact that we 
Jews are unique in that we celebrate our 
defeats as well as out Chanucah 
is the celebration of a victory. It marks a 
victory not merely or wholly of an army; it 
celebrates the victory of an idea. The Macca- 
beans saved Jewish nationhood, that was soon 
lost again under the Romans. But they saved 
something that has never since been lost. 
They saved Judaism. Their triumph was the 
triumph of Jewish moral teaching over an 
idolatrous materialism that threatened to 
submerge the world. Chanucah is anational 


victories 


festival, not because the events it celebrates 
rescued the Jewish national idea, but because 
they saved the things of the spirit for which 
the Jewish people stands. 

THE JEWISH NATION. 

There is another sense in which Chanucah 
is a national festival. There is much in our 
history ot which we have reason to be proud, 
but a very great deal of it is less the expres- 
sion of the spirit of the whole of Jewry than of 
the talent or power of individual members of 
the House of! All too seldom has 
Jewry as a united people acted in order to 


Israel. 


vindicate some vital principle or to drive 
home some cardinal Jewish teaching. It is 


true that the cumulative effect of individual 
Jewish efforts has exercised a potent influence 
on civilisation, but this has taken time— 
sometimes centuries—to hecome apparent. 
The eflect of the-uprising of a people is 
immediate and far more powerful. The fight 
waged under the leadership of the Maccabean 
brothers such a united effort and its 
results were quite as much to be discerned 
internally as externally. 


Was 


great as the outward 


eflects of the struggle were. The Jews 
became cemented together in a wavy that 
could never have been effected under 


ordinary circumstances, and from that day to 
this Jewish solidarity has remained through 
all difficulties. The Jewish people, as I have 
said, lost its nationhood, but never—since— 
its sense of nationality, which has been sus- 
tained and inspired by the spiritual forces 
that found their expression in the struggle 
against Antiochus. This point is not always 
rightly appreciated. It would be well if there 
could be to-day more of the united expres- 
sion of the Jewish spirit to which I have 
referred, There are many matters—the ques- 
tion of world peace is one of them—on which 
it would be impressive if the descendants of 
the prophets could make their united voice 
heard, The creation of some machinery by 
which that voice could be better heard, is a 
matter to which our leaders ouzht to devote 
attention. 
FOR “YOUNG ISRAEL.” 

There is nothing strange in my suggesting 
such ideas to * Young Israel.” You form the 
Jewry of the future. It is to you that we 
shall have to look for carrying along the torch 
undimmed in the days that are to come. You 
must begin to think now. And Chanucah is 
a good time for such constructive thought. 
For it isatime of glorious memories. Reme:m- 
brance is futile unless it inspires to renewed 
action no less glorious. We must think 
and act not merely as individual Israelites 


but as a nation bound together by a common 
heritage and a common ideal.

A National Festival. 


By AUNTIE. 

HE Feast of Chanucah, which begins 
to-night, is pre-eminently a national 
celebration. I have emphasised in 

| another connection the fact that we 
Jews are unique in that we celebrate our 
defeats as well as our victories. Chanucah 
is the celebration of a victory. It marks a 
victory not merely or wholly of an army; it 
celebrates the victory of an idea. The Macca- 
beans saved Jewish nationhood, that was soon 
lost again under the Romans. But they saved 
something that has never since been lost. 
They saved Judaism. Their triumph was the 
triumph of Jewish moral teaching over an 
idolatrous materialism that threatened to 
submerge the world. Chanucah is anational 
festival, not because the events it celebrates 
rescued the Jewish national idea, but because 
they saved the things of the spirit for which 
the Jewish people stands 
THE JEWISH NATION, 

There is another sense in which Chanucah 
is a national festival. There is much in our 
history of which we have reason to be proud, 
but a very great deal of it is less the expres- 
sion of the spirit of the whole of Jewry than of 
the talent or power of individual members of 
the House of Israel. All too seldom has 
Jewry as a united people acted in order to 
vindicate some vital principle or to drive 
home some cardinal Jewish teaching. It is 
true that the cumulative effect of individual 
Jewish efforts has exercised a potent influence 
on civilisation, but this has taken time— 
sometimes centuries—to become apparent. 
The effect of the uprising of a people is 
immediate and far more powerful. The fight 
waged under the leadership of the Maccabean 
brothers was such a united effort and its 
results were quite as much to be discerned 
internally as externally, great as the outward 
effects of the struggle were. The Jews 
became cemented together in a way that 
could never have been effected under 
ordinary circumstances, and from that day to 
this Jewish solidarity has remained through 
all difficulties. The Jewish people, as I have 
said, lost its nationhood, but never—since— 
its sense of nationality, which has been sus- 
tained and inspired by the spiritual forces 
that found their expression in the struggle 
against Antiochus. This point is not always 
rightly appreciated. It would be well if there 
could be to-day more of the united expres- 
sion of the Jewish spirit to which I have 
referred. There are many matters—the quies- 
tion of world peace is one of them—on which 
it would be impressive if the descendants of 
the prophets could make their united voice 
heard. The creation of some machinery by 
which that voice could be better heard, is a 
matter to which our leaders ouzht to devote 
aftention. 

FOR “YOUNG ISRAELI.” 

There is nothing strange in my suggesting 
such ideas to “ Young Israel.” You form the 
Jewry of the future. It is to you that we 
shall have to look for carrying along the torch 
undimmed in the days that are to come. You 
must begin to think now. And Chanucah is 
a good time for such constructive thought. 
For it isatime of glorious memories. Remem- 
brance is futile unless it inspires to renewed 
action no less glorious. We must think 
and act not merely as individual Israelites 


> = 


but as a nation bound together by a common 
heritage and a common ideal. We must not 
—to use an Americanism—" stay put.” We 
must move. There must be a stirring of the 
dry bones. It is for “ Young Israel” to pro- 
vide the driving force. It must employ the 
energy .of its youth to show that our 
ancient peoplestill hasa message for the world. 
May the Chanucak lights serve as the 
symbol of this growing enthusiasm for 
the highest Jewish ideals!
